should be abolished." 


Debate Today 


The committee's action came as 


:he house cleared the way for gen- 
eral debate today on the Defense 
Production Act. Among other 
things, this would extend wage- 
price controls for another year 
starting June 30. 


The committee's verdict gave 


>owerful ammunition to leaders of 
he fight to end wage-price controls 
when the bill comes to a vote later 
his week. 


The committee itself almost 


went all the way and recommend- 
ed elimination of wage controls 
along with the WSB, which fixes 
government policy on pay raises. 


Reverses Self 


After first voting to kill off wage 


controls, it reversed itself on sec- 
md thought and left the matter to 
the house. 


The WSB has been under fire 


rom congress since its controver- 
sial recommendation' in the steel 
dispute.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden — 


(AP)—Angry Swedes called 
the Russians liars today and 
the Danes alerted their air- 
men to shoot back if attacked 
by Soviets. 


The Swedish cabinet met in an 


urgent special session to discuss 
the shooting down Monday by So- 
viet jets of an unarmed Swedish 
Catalina rescue plane which was 
searching for another lost plane. 


Study Note 


The cabinet had before it the 


translation ot a Russian note stat- 
ing that the Swedish plane was 
over Soviet territory and had open- 
ed fire first. The Russians claim 
their territorial waters extend 12 
miles into the Baltic. The recog- 
nized limit is three miles. 


Thursday the government's for- 


eign policy council—the premier, 
foreign minister and representa- 
tives of both houses of parliament 
.—meets to discuss the incident. 


Danes Alerted 


In Copenhagen, Adm. E. J. Quist- 


gaard, chairman of Denmark's 
joint chiefs of staff, alerted Dan- 
ish airmen to shoot back unhesitat- 
ingly if fired on by Soviet planes 
either inside or outside Danish 
territory. He revealed'that Danish 
military units have had standing 
orders since March to shoot back 
to kill, without awaiting further 
orders, if Soviet ships or planes 
fire on any Danish unit. 


Both Danes and Swedes were 


outraged by the Soviet contention 
that the Swedes were at fault in 
the Baltic incident of last Monday.

About 100 worshippers started a 
non-stop effort to heal her by pray- 
er as she lay on a cot behind the 


pulpit. Sheriff Jim Baker reported. 


A physician entered the church 


yesterday morning but said he was 
not allowed to treat her. 


"Screaming, Shouting" 


County P r o s e c u t o r Garner 


Moody, who went with Baker and 
two other officers to get the girl, 
said the church members were 
"in an awful state of hyateria-r 
screaming and shouting." 


Hospital attendants reported the 


girl was resting comfortably today, 
but probably would have to May 
in the hospital several weeks. 


The prosecutor said he did not 


plan to file charges.

the delegation.

the quarrel should be settled at 
the national level rather than by 
the state committee. 


Pledges Tax Cut 


Taft told a breakfast conference 


of business paper editors that if 
he becomes president, he is "will- 
ing to pledge 'a straight 15 per 
cent cut in taxes." 


In the same speech, the Ohio 


senator hit again at "land gen-- 
erals." He said they are dominat- 
ing Pentagon thinking. 


Taft's statement on the Texas 


squabble came shortly before a 
decision was to be announced on 
the issue by the GOP national com- 
mittee. 


Could Be Vital 


The 38 Texas delegate votes 


could be vital to the choice of the 
party nominee. 


In the statement, put out by his 


campaign headquarters, Taft said 
he had examined the national com- 
mittee rules and decided the Texas 
dispute properly should be placed 
before that body.

Need Help 


Mayor Slothoiver Advocates 
State Help forFinancial Woes 
Of Cities; Dixon Picture Dim 


DEKALB—(Special)—Mayor William Slothowcr of Dixon told a 


state municipal revenue commission today that a cure for municipal 
financial ills lies in legislation giving city governments power to levy 
special taxes and in a state legislature-sponsored meaure returning a 
portion of the state sales tax to municipalities. 


Mayor Slothower was among a 


number of mayors and city finance 
officers testifying before a legis- 
lative commission hearing the fi- 
nancial woes confronting municipal 
governments. 


Sees Deficit 


Dixon's mayor told the commis- 


sion: "Our city council passed an 
appropriation ordinance for the fis- 
cal year 1951-52 which does not 
adequately provide for the musts 
of the year and still will leave our 
city in the red approximately $25,- 
000 at the end of the year. 


"If heavy wind and snow storms 


occur and the water company 
which 
furnishes 
fire protection 


service on rates fixed in 1935 and 
the Public Service Co., which fur- 
nishes street-lighting at pre-infla- 
tion rates, are given rate increases, 
the red figures will be that much 
greater. 


"Cities Of Illinois need and must 


have legislative assistance if serv- 
ices to which our citizens are ac- 
customed, are to be continued." 


Earlier in his talk. Mayor Sloth- 


ower pointed out that from 1930 
until 1912, the assessed valuation 
of property within the city aver- 
aged $11 million per yenr with a 
corporate 
tax-levying power of 


.66% per hundred. That produced 
an average net corporate income ot 
$70,000 a year. 


In 1951, the mayor said; the city's 


assess*.! valuation was' 34,273,060 
Applying A,levy of .233 cents per 
hundred, it produced a city revenue 
of $76,680 or only $6,660 more per 
year than produced in the 1930-42 
period. , 


Other IiK'ome 


In addition to the corporate tnx 


the mayor pointed out, the city re- 
ceived $23,284 from 
the Public 


Service Co. in lieu of the corporate 
lax paid on capital stock removed 
from" the city. These payments wil 
gradually diminish (20 per cent a 
year) until none is paid at the end 
of a five-year contract period. 


The mayor cited city expend! 


tiiros as greatly increased. In the 
1932-10 period, common labor was 
40 to 60 cents an hour. Today it is 
$1.60 to $1.75. said the mayor, 
gain of 340 per cent.

"Fortunately," said the mayor, 


"five years ago the voters of our 
city, by referendum election, voted 
favorably for the special police and 
fir« protection tax, without which 
we would be unable to operate 
these departments with half the 
present personnel. 


"At present," he observed, "our 


police force, from necessity, is 
short-handed to render the service 
our city needs. 


Regretfully Denied 


"Both the fuemen and police 


have requested a raise in pay, 
which, regretfully, we were com- 
pelled to deny because of lack of 
funds and with no immediate pros- 
pect of procuring more. We are 
levying the maximum special po- 
lice tax and will levy the limit on 
special fire protection tax this 
fall.1; 


Mayor Slothower also cited the 


increased cost of garbage removal 
and disposal, an increase from 
$3,000 in 1930 to $24,000 in 1951, he 
said. 


"While we levy the limit for this 


purpose we are in the led approxi 
mately $6,000 at the beginning of 
this fiscal year," said Slothower. 


"To raise funds other than from 


taxes to meet our costs, license 
parking* meters installed. 


"We are considering a wheel-tax 


ordinance but are feaiful of ad- 
verse results should we submit it 
to * referendum."

Then he concluded, "We believe 


that taxes on real and personal 
property, from Which our city re- 
ceives slightly over one-fourth of 
its revenue, have reached a peak 
where they may become destruc- 
tive.

Some 
players 
allow you 
to 


change a meld of wild cards into 
a mixed canasta of some other 
kind. For example, suppose you 
have a meld of three deuces on the 
table. You add four kings to the 
deuces, thus turning it into a mix- 
ed canasta of kings. 


When this rule is followed, you 


are permitted to add four kings to 
three wild cards; or three kings to 
four wild cards; or two kings to 
five wild cards. If you have six 
wild cards all by themselves in a 
meld, you cannot add natural 
cards to them; they must stay as 


meld of wild cards, waiting for 


you to add the seventh wild card. 


In other localities, this proce- 


dure is not allowed. If you meld 
wild cards, you may add only wild 
cards to them. Either way of 
playing it is all right, but you 
would tend to alter your tactics

MacArthur's Political Views 
May Be Puzzling to Some 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON —(AP)— Anyone 


who has followed General Mac- 
Arthur's career for the past year 
may be a little puzzled by the rum- 
pus over his making the keynote 
speech at the Republican national 
convention in Chicago. 


There is an Army rule that an 


officer like MacArthur, on active 
duty, cannot participate in "activ- 
ity at political conventions or on 
political committees, the making 
of political speeches . . ." 


Ike Retired 


When General Eisenhower came 


home to campaign, he went on the 
retired list. This left him free to 
run for the presidency or make 
political speeches since the Army 
rule covers only officers on active 
duty. 


Last week Senator Taft gained 


control of the GOP national con- 
vention machinery t h r o u g h ap- 
pointments made by the Republi- 
can National Committee which at 
the same time picked a Taft sup- 
porter for keynoter, General Mac- 
Arthur. 


Raised Question 


This at once raised a question 


would the Army—or the Truman 
administration—let MacArthur get 
up before the convention and make 
a political speech, perhaps plug- 
ging Taft for the presidency? 


The - President has kept hands 


off, at least publicly. It would hard 
ly be bright politics If he slapped 
MacArthur down agnin. 


The Pentagon said that while 


MacArthur technically is on active 
duty, he is really in' a retired 
status like Eisenhower—although 
not formally—because he, has no 
command and no present military 
responsibility. . 


Eight Speeches 


Since his recall from Japan Mac 


Arthur has made e i g h t major 
speeches. The tone has been In 
cressingly critiral of the Truman 
aduuniatf Ation without nanUoniof 


Truman by name. He has blasted 
its'foreign policy, its political and 
economic philosophies and prac 
ticcs. 


In the last of the eight—to the 


Michigan legislature, May 15—he 
had such comments as these on th 
administration: 


What He Said 


"Faltering leadership . . . fisca 


instability . . . political insecurity 
. . . moral jeopardy . . ; narrow 
minded petulance . . . financial ir 
responsibility . . . reckless spend 
thrift policies . . , defeatist attitude

I want a good president out of this year's deal. I would gladly 


consider Eisenhower against Tail U he could convince me of his 
ionesty and of hit courage and wisdom in making hard decisions. 
; have to believe that Ike was just downright dishonest in his speech 
o the CIO's national convention in Atlantic City on November 20, 
946. 
As to his courage and wisdom in making hard decisions the 


damned fact remains that if he had repudiated the stupid whack-up 
of Germany, Russia could have been kept out of Berlin and the Rus- 
Ian frontier could have been shoved back to East- 
jrn Poland. But Ik« flinched and thus the terrible 
situation was created which he invokes today to 
ustify his call for universal military training and 
a European army. 


I have been receiving from Ike's New York 


headquarters a stream of propaganda which would 
make him all things to all men. One of its publi- 
cations is an expensive 38-page pamphlet entitled, 
•Where Eisenhower Stands on 18 Vital Issues." It 
contains an excerpt from the speech to the CIO 
under 
the sub-head: "American labor rightly 


shares in the laurels won by American troops on H>.thrw* r«it« 
the battlefield." 


The paragraph says: "When the chips were down we could al- 


ways count upon an ample supply of material means, provided by the 
American arsenal. You (the CIO) manned the nation's war plants: 
you bridged the oceans with ships. 
You saw to it that the cost of 


victory in American blood was reduced by the sweat of American 
abor. When the great emergency demanded special effort, time and 
.gain our unions responded loyally. American labor rightly shares 
n the laurels won by American troops on the battlefield." 


I submit that here Ike degraded himself by uttering dishonest 


statements for political purposes. Some generals and admirals are 
almost unbelievably dumb on worldly matters, but Ike pretends to a 
cnowledge sufficient for a successful presidency. 


Let us take up these statements, one by one. 
". . . We could always count on an ample supply of material 


means." 


That is not altogether so. There 


were shortages. 
But he implies 


hat the CIO produced the abund- 
ance, completely ignoring the fact 
hat American industrial 
genius 


and 
management 
created 
the 


source 
of this abundance 
and 


hat individual citizens did the 
work. The CIO, didn't exist when 
his great American asset was 
extorted financial tribute in hun- 
dreds of millions for its own treas- 
ury and ran up the bill by hundreds 
of billions In inflationary raises 
:or unskilled and often ill-disposed 
employes. 
Murray and his fel- 


iow extortioners should have been 
thrown into jail for the duration. 
Instead, Roosevelt bribed the CIO. 


Ike plainly meant this preda- 


tory mob of profiteers to under- 
stand that he gave them credit 
for producing the abundance out 
of the goodness of its dirty soul. 
The truth is, and Eisenhower 
should have known it, that the 
CIO and the A. F. of L. pulled 
strikes in the war industries at a 
rate of 5,000 a year and that some 
of these strikes were due to petty 
grievances such as a. shortage of 
a favorite flavor of belly-wash on 
the hokey-pokey wagons in the fac- 
tories. 


One strike, in the Pittsburgh 


area, pulled by Philip Murray's 
own steel workers, was so raw 
that even the late Ray Clapper, a 
new dealer with a mind as firm as 
a poultice, said it was a disgrace. 


In Akron the CIO rubber workers 


beat 
up loyal Americans 
and 


slashed their tires on the parking 
lots because they were turning out 
tires faster than the union stew- 
wards would let them. These tires 
were urgently needed for artillery, 
prime movers, bull dozers, planes 
and jeeps but still the CIO held 
back production. , It took about 30 
per cent more man-hours to create 
a given tire under the CIO condi- 
tions than free labor would have 
required for the job. This was typ- 
ical CIO conduct. 


The CIO and the A. F. of L. did" 


not "man" any war plants. These 


gigantic rackets bestrode the roads 
to the great plants, the camps and 
air fields and extorted billions of 
dollars—and I say 
billions, not 


millions—from loyal citirens for 
licenses to work. 
The people 


"manned" these plants. 
But for 


the CIO and the A. F. of L. they 
would have done it all for about 
half the eventual cost to us in war 
debt, now passing on to a new 
generation. 


Eisenhower knew the CIO didn't 


build any ships. 
The American 


people built them and the unions 
retarded production. 
Under union 


conditions, loafing, hiding out in 
obscure places and whistle-jump- 
ing became organized arts of th« 
job and the American people are 
still paying taxes to meet the ad- 
ditional pay-roll costs of this lar- 
cenous idling. 


A rhetorical case may be made 


out for Ike's statements that "th« 
cost of victory in American blood 
was reduced by the sweat of la- 
bor." 
The statement is unargu- 


able one way or the other. But he 
plainly meant that the CIO re- 
duced the cost in blood when the 
truth is that there never was an 
issue in which the CIO put the 
interests of the fighting men above 
its own predatory ambitions. The 
CIO ran the Allis-Chalmers strike 
which set us back nobody knows 
how many great pumps, valves 
and engines for submarines, boats 
and locomotives. It ran the Ingle- 
wood strike which Roosevelt him- 
self, in a blurt of honesty, con- 
demned as a violent Communist 
insurrection. 


And Ike knows that the National 


Maritime union was bloody Red 
and joined most of the other bit; 
CIO union rackets in opposing the 
war program until Russia was at- 
tacked. Then of course, it hast- 
ened the delivery but only for Rus- 
sia's sake, not for the sake of Ike's 
American fighting men. 


So much for Ike on the subject 


of the unions.

Accident-Prone Individuals 
Should Recognize Condition 


One of the most pressing prob- 


lems of today is the prevention of 
accidents. Thousands of deaths are 
caused each year by unnecessary 
and avoidable accidents, and our 
hospitals offer constant testimony 
to the other thousands who are 
injured. 


There are many of us who might 


now be lying Injured in a hospital 
who have escaped accidents as a 
result of precautions taken in nu- 
merous industries, safety measures 
on the highways and other steps. 
Much more remains to be done. 


One problem is to identify those 


people who are particularly likely 
to be involved in accidents. In re- 
cent years such persons have been 
called "accident-prone." 


In the state of Connecticut, a six- 


year study showed that about 4 
per cent of drivers of automobiles 
Involved in traffic ^accidents are 
involved in more than one-third of 
all such accidents. 


The same thing applies in In- 


dustry. For example, a large 
trucking company has reduced its 
accident rate' to. one-fifth of its 
previous record merely by discov- 
ering those drivers who were acci- 
dent prone and transferring them 
to other duties. 


All this may mean life or death 


to the rest of us because at any 
time we may get tangled up at a 
stop light with someone who just 
cannot stay out of trouble. 


This was only too well shown in 


the tragic death of Margaret Mitch- 
ell, the author of "Gone With the 
Wind," who was hit by an automo- 
bile drivM by » m«a who had a 


record of many, many traffic viola- 
tions. 


Part of the answer to this" ques- 


tion is to rule off the streets those 
likely to produce the most acci- 
dents. Part of it is to identify in- 
dividuals in industries who are 
likely to cause accidents to them- 
selves or to others. 


Besides a record of violating the 


law (which offers a good clue) 
there are other ways of picking out 
these dangerous persons. 
THEY ARE IMPULSIVE 


It has been pointed out, for ex- 


ample, that the accident-prone in- 
dividual is "decisive" or even "im- 
pulsive." He (or she) concentrates 
upon immediate pleasures or satis- 
factions and is apt to act upon the 
spur of the moment. 


The accident-prone person Is be- 


lieved to have an Instinct of rebel- 
lion and resentment and to demon- 
strate the "show-off" and "don't- 
give-a-damn" type of psychology. 


It would be better for all ot us 


if these "accident-prone" persons 
could be picked out and prevented, 
or at least discouraged, from plac- 
ing themselves, as well as the rest 
of us, in danger of our lives.
